Philadelphia, Pa. -—- A 
week for the maid and 
hereafter to be knownas “employes,” 
and a written agreement between 
them and the mistress, to be known 
as the “employer;” a minimum wage 
and a vacation, were proposals dis- 
cussed for a code% designed to lift 
domestic service into the status of a 
profession. 

Mrs. W. Wayne Babcock, Chair- 
man of the Philadelphia council of 
household occupation, urged the pro- 
posals before 50 prominent members 
of the group in a conference at her 
home, 

The disconcerting thing about the 
meeting was that the maids and 
cooks were not invited to the con- 
ference and therefore had nothing 
to say about their own wages and 
work conditions. Nevertheless, the 
conference of housewives went right 
along and drew up a tentative code 
draft which provided, among many 
other things, for the “definite work- 
ing agreement in writing.” 

Both servant and employer are to 
retain a copy which is “to be re- 
viewed periodically” so that “antici- 
pated variations may be considered.” 

Wage scales of $10 if living in, 
and $16 and $17 if living out, also 
were proposed, with rest hours and 
two half-days or one full day off- 
time each week. Overtime provis- 
ions, in case of unexpected guests, 
also are considered. 

All this does not permit 
cook hurrying to the movies 
dinner near the serving point, how- 
ever, nor may the nursemaid leave 
a-crying infant on the nursery floor 
to seek diverson outside the house, 
it was explained.

The fact that the attempt of the

and other conditions of employment, 
provided for in said state code o;

ing it a misdemeanor to violate such 
codes, are all valid.

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UNEMPLOYED AT THE GATE 
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In a large number of cases of our leading industries, 
throughout the United States, there appear at the gate each 
morning groups of workers, who are candidates for jobs. The 
greater depression becomes the larger becomes the army 
reporting each morning at the gate, until frequently the num- 


ber asking for work becomes so large and so far in excess of | 


any turnover in labor that is practical, that signs are posted 
setting forth that “No Help Is Wanted.” 


There is something pathetic and tragic about this army | 


at the gate. It is not there by chance or mishap, for ever since 


the United States began to become an industrial and manv- | 


facturing nation it has been part of the business of the man- 
agement of most of our large industries to stimulate perpetua- 
tion and growth of the unemployed army at the gate. 

The reasoning was cold-blooded and heartless. Labor 
manipulators reasoned, and did so correctly, that if they could 
have enough people at the entrance clamoring for a chance 
to earn a living, it would then be easy to keep wages down 


and speed up the workers on the job who could be kept in| 


constant fear they would be fired if they did any lagging. 


Yes, the hungry and discouraged job seeker at the gate, 
with equally hungry wife and children at home, was some- 
thing which could be used as a standing threat against every 
man who was working, and in most cases it cowed them into 
submission. 

During recent years the mechanization of industry has 
forged ahead with such leaps and bounds that the output per 
man has increased so enormously in nearly every industry 
that displacement of labor by machinery has increased the 
size of the unemployed army at the gate faster than immigra- 
tion ever did it, The result is that even though all im- 
migration were to be prohibited now completely, there would 
still remain a larger unemployed army than existing indus- 
tries could ever hope to absorb during the present generation, 
unless the hours of labor would be shortened sufficiently to 
enable those now out of work to get jobs without displacing 
anybody else. 


Why is it that so many employers refuse to listen to the 
absolutely necessary shortening of the workday in all indus- 
tries to six hours a day? It is chiefly because that would in all 
probably not only reduce but very likely eliminate the 
unemployed army of job seekers at the gate and that is an 
institution, which a large percentage of modern employers 
really want to maintain for their own benefit, although such 
a condition is a disgrace to civilized society. For humanitarian 
reasons, to say nothing of the injustice and wrong done to 
all workers by the inhuman practice of playing the starving 
workers out of jobs against those who have jobs, this institu- 
tion has no legitimate excuse for existing and should be com- 
pletely and forever abolished, as completely as chattel slavery 
has been abolished. 

What is more, the once comparatively small army of 
unemployed seeking jobs at the gate has now become so 
large that where it once was simple and easy to use it to 
reduce wages and effectually keep unions from forming, it 
now is becoming so large and threatening that unless effective 
means are devised to eliminate unemployment entirely there 
will surely come a day of reckoning when this patient mob 
at the gate will lose its patience and wreak uncontrolled 
vengeance for the injustice done them and all other workers 
out of work who have been used to beat down the living and 
working conditions for those who were and are working. 


The day is not only near, but actually here, for banishing 
this method of keeping labor down and pauperizing those 
who toil for their daily bread. Those who are still using it are 
playing with a most dangerous social explosive, which may 
be lighted by a trivial incident. Since there are so many 
employers, who have not sense enough yet to quit resorting 
to this method of keeping the iron heel-on labor, instead of 
dropping this game of playing the workless against those 
working and settling down to the modern way of bargaining 
collectively with all their employes, who speak through rep- 
resentatives of their own choosing, the other alternative is 
for society as a whole in the United States, through the NRA
